TEACHERS 


being taught? 


Never worse! 


ee « SAYS Joh n Keats, author of “Schools Without Schol- 


ars” and father of three school children 





iF your Johnny can’t read, write, or do arithmetic, it may be 
due to the fact that his teacher can’t do these things well her- 
self. And the reason she can’t do them is that Aer instructors 
in teachers college were told she should be taught other things 
instead. 

In teachers college, they told her that all children should not 
be expected to read, write, or do arithmetic, anyway. She 
heard it was more important for Johnny to be well adjusted 
and happy than it was for him to be asked to use his head. In 
teachers college, she spent far more time learning to ventilate a 
classroom than she spent learning anything she might be asked 
to teach. Then she was told she could teach students a foreign 
language without being able to read, write, or pronounce it 
herself. Finally, she was warned that if she made a brilliant 
record in what formal studies there were in her teachers college, 
she might not be allowed to teach at all. 

Therefore, we must not blame teachers for the ever-growing 
criticism that our public schools fail to make the best use of our 
children’s abilities and fail to teach things worth learning. Our 
schools’ failure may be traced to the zany educational philoso- 
phy dispensed at our leading teachers colleges both indepen- 
dent teachers colleges and those that are part of a university. 
Let’s visit a sample teachers college to discover what goes on 
at the source. 

The school I will call Fairly Normal is a part of New York 
State’s university system and it trains teachers for New York 
public schools. It is well-regarded by other teachers colleges, 
and New York schools are far from the nation’s worst 

‘“Good teachers,’ Fairly Normal’s Dean of Education says, 
“are produced solely by scientific teaching methods. We say 
‘We teach children, not subjects,’ and we say, ‘A good teacher 
can teach anything.’ ’ 

Hence, Fairly Normal’s undergraduates spend one-third of 
their time in “education,” learning teaching techniques and 
manipulation of “teaching aids,” such as movie projectors. The 
rest of their time, including physical training, is devoted to the 
subjects they may be called upon to teach. [ Turn to page 52

ee . to a highly vocal segment of public opinion, teach- 
ers colleges are not a waste of time for the men and women en- 
rolled in them, nor do they stand in the way of your Johnny’s 
learning to read, write, or do arithmetic. There is, in fact, good 
reason to believe that today’s professionally trained teachers 
are the best teachers our schools have ever had, and not only 
can Johnny learn from them, but he can learn faster and better. 

Proof of this is found in a study by Professor Benjamin S. 
Bloom of the University of Chicago. He compared sample 
scores of the millions of high-school seniors taking the General 
Education Development tests in 1943 with those taking them 
in 1955. The GED has five sections—English composition, 
social studies, natural science, literature, and mathematics. 
Professor Bloom found that in all five areas the students’ 
knowledge of the subject was greater than it had been 12 years 
earlier. ““These consistent results,”’ he said, “give evidence that 
today’s students are achieving to a greater extent the objec- 
tives measured by this battery of tests than were students of 
1943.” 

Results from other studies similarly favor the elementary 
school of 1958. Today’s students do better work in mental 
arithmetic and in written arithmetic. Only in certain aspects of 
geography and in spelling do they fall behind. 

Anyone who is surprised by these findings has probably fall- 
en victim to rumors that today’s teachers can’t teach—that the 
education courses they take in teachers colleges are totally use- 
less, and that these courses monopolize their time and prevent 
them from learning anything worth teaching. It isn’t so. 

First of all, prospective teachers don’t spend all their hours 
learning How To Teach. The National Education Associa- 
tion’s Manual on Certification Requirements shows that high- 
school instructors in most states need no more than 16 or 18 
semester hours of education courses. This is roughly one-sev- 
enth of a normal four-year college education. In contrast, the 
average requirement for state certification as a high-school 
teacher is 24 semester hours in English, modern foreign lan-

The mind cannot be 
trained like a muscle.”

There are no objective standards in learning. ““We no 
longer try to stuff the same diet down every child’s throat,”’ the 
dean says. ‘‘We try to set before each child a cafeteria of learn- 
ings, so that each child may choose what he wants, and needs, 
and would like to study 

5. A brilliant student is a poor risk as a teacher. ‘‘The more 
a student is enamored of his subjects, the more apt he is to be 
a scholar and the less likely to be a good teacher,” the dean 
claims 

Chis philosophy has weakened our public school curriculum 
so that the only “‘subject matter’’ to which all our children are 
exposed during their 12 years is simple work in word and num- 
ber. By no means all high schools require chemistry, physics, 
biology, languages dead or living, mathematics, history, geog- 
raphy, or English composition beyond the sentence and the 
paragraph. One Virginia high school recently dropped Euro- 
pean history because too few students elected to study it. A 
Maryland high school offers training in beauty-shop operation, 
and spends more time on this course than it spends on Latin, 
French, mathematics, history, science, and English, or any 
combination of two. Our public school curriculum has so de- 
teriorated that the U.S. Office of Education has compared it 
unfavorably with Russia’s, particularly in mathematics, lan- 
guages, and the sciences, and cited the elective “‘cafeteria’’ and 
the shortage of qualified teachers as major reasons. 


The shortage of teachers is both quantitative and qualitative, 
and the teachers college is partly responsible in both instances 
The bulk of teachers college training is sheer piffle, and this in 
itself is one reason why schools like Fairly Normal fail to attract 
either a good faculty or an able student body. Fairly Normal! 
pays its associate professors more than Ivy League colleges 
offer theirs, but the last liberal arts doctor to appear on campus 
took a $975 salary cut to escape to a tiny liberal arts college 
where his chances of promotion were nil, but where he could 
find nourishment for his mind. 

Sadly enough, another result of the teachers college influence 
has been to keep well-qualified teachers out of our classrooms. 
Many states require teachers to show credits in “education.” 
Thus, New Jersey children recently lost the opportunity to 
learn from one of the world’s best biochemists. This man, full 


professor at an Eastern college, will reach the mandatory re- 
tirement age of 65 next year. Thinking to help ease his state’s 
shortage of science teachers, he applied for a high-school job, 
effective on his retirement from college. His age was no barrier 
His international reputation was not sufficient recommenda- 
tion, however, nor was his years of classroom experience 
Without credits in “‘education,”’ he was told, he could not teach

is to teach those subjects. And these minimum requirements are 
actually exceeded by most students. Future elementary school 
teachers ordinarily take about a fourth of their college study in 
education courses—considerably more than do budding high- 
school instructors. But this increased emphasis isn’t strange, 
considering the difficulty of imparting basic concepts to very 
young children. 

Nor are these education courses either useless or divorced 
from subject matter. A course in children’s literature, for ex- 
ample, both familiarizes the future teacher with available 
material and gives her methods of selecting books for young- 
sters who vary in reading ability, in interests, in background. 
No college ccurse in American literature can quite do that. 


As an example of a methods course that has come under some 
ridicule, let’s take the teaching of reading. Should an elemen- 
tary school teacher take such a course? Surely she can read; 
why can’t she teach reading? If you try this with your own six- 
year-old, you'll soon see the difficulty. The sound of the letter 
**a”’ will be the first thing to throw you. Which of the eight 
sounds listed in the pronunciation key of a dictionary should 
be taught first? “A is for apple,” true. But ‘‘a”’ is also for “‘ace”’ 
and for “axe,’’ not to mention “alphabet,” which has two 
**a’s,” each sounded differently. Even at this first stage of in- 
struction, you may give up, wondering how teachers ever do it. 

Well, they do it because they’ve had a course teaching them 
when to introduce phonics and how to teach them—and when 
and how to teach blends, digraphs, variant endings, root words, 
compounds, prefixes, suffixes, and syllabification. All these 
things, they have learned, enter into effective word recognition. 

It is significant, too, that a third of the future teacher’s time 
in education courses is spent in practice teaching, where she 
can try out what she has learned on a sort of internship, under 
the direction of already qualified teachers. The potential 
teacher learns her methods in both the classroom and the “lab” 
—the secondary or elementary schoolroom where she tests the 
theory she has studied. The candidate thus not only adapts 
theory to practice but also learns whether she can teach or is 
suited to teaching. Without this trial period, a teacher would 
have to dive blindly into a profession for which she might have 
neither aptitude nor zeal, in which case Johnny’s classroom 
would reflect frustration and confusion. 


Recent experience in Minnesota further illuminates this point. 
In 1949 and 1950, when Minneapolis was faced with a shortage 
of elementary school teachers, emergency certificates were 
granted to 54 recent college graduates who wanted to become 
teachers. All of them were given a six-week preparatory teach- 
ing course, but none of them had had a systematic college 
course in child growth and development or in the teaching of 
reading or arithmetic. During this same period, 183 teachers 
holding regular certificates were appointed. 

Today—largely because of marriage, inadequate salaries, 
and the inferior social status too often accorded teachers—just 
43 percent of the fully qualified instructors are still teaching. 
But only 22 percent of the “emergency” teachers are left! Why 
did nearly twice the percentage of trained instructors remain 
at their profession? Mostly because the untrained teachers 
were overwhelmed by an experience for which they had too 
little preparation. 

Of the 12 provisionally certified teachers who have stayed 
on, some have become proficient through the process of trial 
and error. “But at what cost!”’ as one of them has said. A major 
share of that cost, of course, was borne by the children who 
missed out on their education while their teachers were making 
experiments—and mistakes—that could have been better 
handled in teachers colleges. 

Other members of this untrained group took courses in child 
growth and development when they found time, and they im- 
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mediately felt more at ease and more competent in their jobs. 
One woman in this group, still teaching, has written that her 
first problem was “lack of knowledge and understanding of the 
child.”” Another problem concerned teaching methods. She 
said of teaching reading, for instance, that learning by the 
phonics method is certainly no guarantee that you can teach by 
that method, unless you have studied it for that purpose. 

What happened in Minneapolis was evidence of the value of 
professional preparation. Teachers with regular certificates, 
more prepared for the problems they would encounter, enabled 
their students to learn more easily than provisional teachers 
did. This fact was borne out not only by testimony from the 
teachers, but also by results of achievement tests of the pupils. 

Why, then, are so many people so critical of teachers col- 
leges? Probably because they misuse the term “teachers col- 
leges,”’ grouping under it a variety of schools that have nothing 
in common but this vague and misleading name. They don’t 
know about the different schools in which teachers are trained 
or how many teachers come from each. 

Historically, the first schools devoted to preparing teachers 
were normal schools, but by 1900 most of these had been ab- 
sorbed into teachers colleges. The teachers colleges then grew 
into four-year institutions with departments of education, arts, 
and sciences. Modern American colleges and universities in- 
clude departments of general and professional education—the 
latter embracing engineering and, occasionally, other profes- 
sional training—as well as teacher education. 

Of the 1,886 institutions of higher learning in the United 
States today, at least 1,091 prepare future teachers, but only 
126 are listed under the category of “primarily teacher prepar- 
atory” in the Education Directory, the authoritative source for 
information on institutions of higher learning. Most teachers 
do not come from schools specializing in teacher training, but 
from first-rate colleges and universities where departments of 
education work hand-in-hand with departments of science and 
the liberal arts. There are, among the 126 “primarily teacher 
preparatory” schools, perhaps 31 old-type normal-school 
teachers colleges. These schools—mostly two-year institutions 
that do not grant degrees—are possibly guilty of the charges 
brought against “‘teachers colleges.’’ But to condemn modern 
training in education because of a few relics is ridiculous. 


There is overwhelming evidence that teachers with profession- 
al training and a liberal arts education are teaching effectively. 
And three recent developments indicate that Johnny will get 
even better instruction in the future: 

1. Colleges and universities have taken steps to better their 
practices of selecting teaching candidates. More and more, 
teacher education is being reserved for men and women of high 
academic promise who also possess personalities and attitudes 
found in outstanding teachers. 

2. Certification requirements are being raised by many 
states. In 1951, only 20 states demanded that an elementary 
school teacher hold a bachelor’s degree. Today, 37 states call 
for one. The elementary school teacher of 1958 has had about 
one full year of college more than the teacher of 1947. 

The requirements for high-school teachers are becoming 
even more strict. A master’s degree, including advanced study 
in the subject the teacher is to instruct, is often required. 

3. To improve teacher training, educators have created two 
accrediting organizations—the American Association of Col- 
leges for Teacher Education, and the National Council for 
Accreditation of Teacher Education. With regional support, 
both the AACTE and the NCATE will investigate all phases 
of the college education of future teachers, and will exert every 
effort to assure correction of any shortcomings they might find. 

Our teaching is good, but not perfect, and anyone who can 
improve it is encouraged. Those who find faults where none 
exist, though, are working against progress, not for it. 
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Keats answers Beck

And no com- 
munity would employ as a superintendent of schools a man 
ignorant of the matters of taxation, school law, schoolhouse 
construction, and maintenance of a budget.

I doubt whether there is an institution in the United 
States that will recommend for certification, as a teacher of 
French, a student who has not had at least six or seven 
courses in college French. The large majority of colleges pre- 
paring teachers require a major in French (or whatever the 
subject for which the student is to be certified). This college 
major almost always exceeds the minimum requirements for 
state certification. A teacher teaching a subject she has not 
studied in college is being victimized—along with her stu- 
dents—by an irresponsible principal, superintendent, or 
school board.

Rather 
than resisting his teacher and his studies, a happy, adjusted 
student has energy to use in learning.

Inspect your boat every time it’s out of the water. Look 
for dry rot: cracks or damage on the hull: cracked or 
peeling paint: loose or broken fittings. If you use an out- 
board motor, double check the transom. 

Frequent, careful inspection and immediate repair are 


the keys to easy boat maintenance. 


Here’s how we did it

The first step in any boat project is a thorough cleaning. 
Serub out with hot water and a detergent. The long- 


handled “gong” brush shown is ideal. 


After scrubbing, stand the boat on its transom and 
rinse with a hose. On larger boats, roll to one side so the 


water can run out through gunwales. 





Here’s the refinished boat. Is been painted, new 
seats and deck fitted, hardware refurbished or re- 
placed, and the transom repaired and padded. 
Ordinary workshop tools were used, and the work 
required only a couple of weekends, but the value of 


the boat was increased by $250.

I you’re one of the 35 million Americans 
who helped make boating the country’s most 
popular participant sport last year, there's 
probably no need to tell you that working on 
boats is a big part of the pleasure of boating. 

What’s more, your boat will be faster, safer, 
and more fun to use if it’s kept in good condi- 
tion. Following these easy tips for mainten- 
ance can add years to the life of your boat and 
stretch vour boating budget. 

\ word of caution—the materials you have 
left over from other projects should not be 
used on your boat. Ordinary paint, glue, 
wood, and fasteners aren’t intended for marine 
use, and a bad guess could undo all your work. 

In many cases, widely different materials 
are available for use on any boat job. Be sure 
to check with your dealer or manufacturer 
and get the correct marine-approved materi- 
als recommended for your boat and locality. 

When buying materials, choose the best 
you can afford. The price difference is seldom 
great, and quality materials will pay off in 
good performance and a lasting job.

If the painted surfaces are 


cracked or peeled, or the boat 


has been repainted often, the 


old paint job probably won't 


support another coat 


Its better to remove the 


old finish than to take a 
chance on painting over it. 
‘Too many coats of paint add 
weight and are unsightly 
Begin any major boat job 
by removing everything that 
is detachable. You can work 
on seats, floor boards, and 
hardware later, or when wet 


paint stops the main job. 





Paint remover does a quick, 
easy job of removing the old 
finish. If you use a power 
sander, be careful to avoid 
marring the wood. 

It’s best to use a good paint 
remover. Brush it on liberal- 
ly, let it bubble for a few min- 
utes, then remove the paint 
with a seraper. 

On uneven or vertical sur- 
faces where liquid remover 
runs off, use the paste type. 

Repeat with more remover 
and the seraper, working un- 


til only bare wood shows.

Round or oval head screws 
which protrude from the sur- 
face should be removed. You 
can replace them with flat- j 
heads one at a time without 
disturbing the planking. 

The replacement flatheads 
can be countersunk, filled, - 
and left in place, or they can 
be replaced with roundheads 
after the refinishing. 

Any removable wood trim, 
such as coamings, skid rails, 
or splash rails can be taken 
off, repaired, and replaced be- 


fore painting begins. 


After removing the old paint, 
take the time to repair the 
wood surface. A little time 
spent on this will ensure a 
good-looking, lasting job. 

Fill cracks and holes with 
marine putty or a fiber glass . 
filler. Build up the patch 
above the surface, let dry, 
then sand or plane level. 

Check all the old putty and 
replace any that’s loose. 

Go easy on calking. When 
the wet wood swells, it will 
force out any excess, or may 
buckle planks or strips.

Apply marine enamel with a 
long, even stroke, brushing 
with grain and using just 
enough paint to get a smooth 
surface. Work from top down. 

Several thin coats are bet- 
ter than a single heavy one. 
Sand lightly between coats 
with a padded block. 

Finish all the larger areas 
before painting the trim. Use 
masking tape wheres eT neces- 
sary to cut a dividing line. 

After painting, bottle a 
small amount of every color 


used for future touch-ups. 





If vou’re doing a complete re- 
finishing, you can greatly im- 
prove your boat's appearance 
by painting the inside, too. 
On this boat, the old var- 
nish was sealed with shellac 
and a plastic primer, and the 
inside was sprayed with plas- 
tic “spatter” paint. The spray 
proved very handy here. 
After the inside was paint- 
ed. the cunwales were planed 
and sanded, then varnished 


to match the mahogany trim. 


Fitting new decks and seats 
isn’t difficult, and really pays 
off in appearance. 

These decks were cut from 
14-inch marine mahogany 
plywood, the seats from 1x8 
mahogany. The wood was 
filled and stained, then given 
three coats of marine varnish. 

Ribbed boat nails were used 
here instead of screws. They 
have great holding power. and 
the heads are decorative 

After all paint has dried, 
replace metal trim strip and 


install the hardware. 





Maintenance tips for other types of boats 


Vetal: Tighten loose rivets: install new rivets to close any open 
seams; pound out dents with hammer and dolly. Pateh with a kit 
available from your dealer. If painting, clean first with metal etching 


cleaner, apply a marine metal primer, then the finish coat. 


Fiber glass: Use repair kit, but get brand that matches your boat. 
Paint with fiber-glass approved paint, or use special primer that al- 
lows use of marine enamel. Rough open weave can be eliminated by 


using heavy filler prime coat now available. 


Canvas: Patch small holes or rips with canoe glue, reinforced inside 
with canvas patch. For major repairs, get a kit and follow instrue- 
tions. Remove old finishes with paint remover and careful scraping. 
Clean remover off with alcohol and let dry thoroughly. Sand lightly, 
then apply special brushing dope as directed.
